Troops, ſhall have no Rank with the 


General and Field-Officers, who ſerve by 
Commiſſion from Us; Bur that all Cap- 
tains, and other inferior Officers of Our 


Forces, who are, or may be employ'd, 
in North America, are on all Detachments, 


Courts-Martial, or other Duty, wherein 


They may be Lined with Officers, ſerving 


by Commiſſion from the Governors, 
Lieutenant or Deputy - Governors, or 


Preſident for the Time being of the ſaid 


Provinces, to command and take Poſt of 
the ſaid Provincial Officers of the like 
Rank, though the Commiſſions of the
